MINUTES OF eREVIOUS MEETING

SECRETARY-TREASURERTS REL ORT 


The Secretary -—Treasurer submitted his ‘report for 
the period May 4 to June 1, 1954, showing totai expendi- 
tures in the amount of #10,329.55 and cash on hand and 
in the PNB of 48,807.82. He explained that the expendi- 
tures of 710,329.55 included the amount of 4,713.95 for 
miscellaneous expenses in connection with the waiver of 
progressive taxes, the charging of which to General Ex~ 
pense was approved at the previous meeting, On motion 
duly made and seconded, the Secretary- Treasurerfs report 
was approved and ordered filed, 


INTERNaTION«» SUGAR _aGREEMENT 


A letter from the Department of Foreign affairs - 
dated May 14, advising that the British Secretary cf 
State for Foreign sffairs had acknowledged receipt of 
the instrument of ratification of the International 
Sugar Agreement was presented for the information of 
the Committee and ordered filed. ; 
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Regarding a letter dated april 36 from the De- 
partment of Foreign .ffairs requestinys the «Ass ciation 
to submit the nime ef 4 candidate for the post .f Exec- 
utive Directer of the Internition:l sucar Ccuncil, the 
secretary- Treasurer was instructed tse reply that the 
assaciation'ts representative hed been in personal touch 
with tie Internaticnal Sueer Cvuncil cn this mitter and 
that a temporary arrangement oh.d been mide pendine the 
selection of a permanent Executive Pirector for which 
the names of three candidates hid so far been sursested.

In accordance with the decision taken at the 
last meeting, a protest was duly filed against $3. Bill 
164, entitled AN .CT TO «aNEND CERTAIN SECTIONS OF ACT 
NO. 41606, AS AMENDED, OTHERWISE KNOWN 34S THE SUGAR LI- 
MITATION LAW, which, inter alia, would have granted 
allotments for local refined sugar exclusively to two 
entities, anda copy of the pretest is attached hereto 
and made a part of the Minutes. The Bill failed of 
passage. 


DONATION OF 10,000 PICULS OF SUGAR 
TO PEACE & aMELIOR&aTION COMMISSION 


The Secretary ~Treesurer reported that no regu~ 
lations had yet been issued by the Sugar Quota aAdminis- 
tration as to whether the 10,000 piculs of sugar to be 
donated by the sugar industry to the Peace & ameliora~ 


tion Commission would be drawn from the "B" (Domestic ) 
or "CC" (Reserve) quotas or both. Mr. Elizalde, as 
Chairman of this Commission, kindly undertook to secure 


the necessary action by the Sugar wuota Administration. 
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CHARTER PakTY FORM 


The Secretary ~Treisurer reported that a draft 
form of Charter barty for sucur shipments from the 
Fhilippines to U. Sw. atlantic Ceast torts had been 
received from a London firm of shipping brokers with 
A request for the views cf Philippine suger shippers 
Jn the prepesed 9 for. It wis censidered desirable 
that a Charter Party iceceptaible in ferm te beth Fhil- 
ippine shippers and charterers should be available in 
case it ever becomes neeessaryv te charter vessels for 
sugar shipments and the Secretiry ~ Treasurer was  re- 
quested to refer the mitter to the Sub - Committee on 
Sugar freight Rate fer study ind repert. 


OULK sHIPMEN Gs 


In accordance witi Mr. Noeriegitls request, the 


information available at the Fhilippine Suzair Institute 
and in the association’s files pertainins te bulk ship- 


ments of Sugar ani the ti. Se. Kafineries presently 
equipped te handle bulk shipments, will be circulited 
among Central Members fer their intormaticn, and fer 


this purpose Mr. Musi woes instructed to cktiin the in- 
formatien from the Philippine Surir Institute and te 
correlate it with the infermeticn in the asseciationts 
files. 

REVISED ESTIMATE OF 1953-54 CROF 


The Secretary -~Treisurer presented the latest 
estimate of the 1953-54 crop showing 2 tetal preduction 
of 1,425,826 shert tons 15 per statement attached and 
made a part of the Minutes. The release of this esti~ 
mate te Central Members and cther interested parties 
was authorized. 

SUGAR S30 RENUISEMENTS 

The Secretary ~ Tre surer presented a tabulation 
of replies received coer super mills te a cireular - 
letter sent out by tir issocistion requesting details 
of their 1954-55 ba. requirements ifter taking into 
account the carry-over fron the 1953-54 croy and the 


erders already plaice. sotdnse L944- 55 requirements. 
The situation wis reviewe! by the Committee in the 
light of the operitin problems presently cenfronting 
leecal bag manufactur °s, cod after 4a Lengthy discus- 


sion it was felt that it would be in the interest of 
the Philippine sugar ondustry to have the present ban 
on importation of thes lifted as from the beginning 
of the second semeste: -f 1954 to the extent that sugar 
mills be permitted to cmport, if not all, at least §0% 
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of their 1954-55 bag requirements. It was felt, how- 
ever, that there would be no ebjecticn to placing 
orders with local bag manufacturers for up to 50% of 


requirements previded that the price differential 
between the local bag and the imported bap dia net 
exceed 0.05 a bag, The Secretary - Treasurer Was 


instructed to Prepare ter Mr. Elizaldets Sleniture 4 
letter to the Central Bank requesting that the ban on 
the importation of Sugir bags be lifted as abeve Sug- 
gested. Mre Elizalde will tate the letter personilly 
to the Economic Coordination dministrator to expliin 
the situation to him and will ilse inform representa- 
tives of local bag manufacturers .f the assceclaitionts 
stand and the reasons therefer. 


CONTRIBUTIONS

8S, will provide funds, 
for delivery to Iran, the secretary-Treasurer reported 
that he had written a letter te the Fon enquiring whe= 
ther the sugar will be refiréd sugar oor raw Sugar, what 
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quantity the Philippines is likely to be asked to 
bid on, when delivery will be required, the port of de- 
livery, and when a request fcr bids miy be expected; 
and that in reply he had been verbally informed that 
the local office cf the Fo. is without the necessary 
information but believes thet in acecerdance with regu- 
lar FOA procedure licenses weuld be vranted to Iranian 
importers who weuld then make enquiries at the various 
sources of supply.
